Plans for the Most Powerful

posed turrets, one fore and the other 
aft, each containing two twelves and 
t TO eights, and six ordinary turretr, 
three to the broadside, each containing 
two eights. 


The superposed turret question is 


again being fongbt over, and despite 
the understanding that turrets of that 
character had been adopted by the 
navy as * permanent type, it is likely 
that tho board will split in its conoln 
sions on the subject. Whether the 
majority is for or against the further 
use of the superposjd type has cot 
been definitely determined. 
Two of 


the livo members are said to be heartily 
in favor of superposed turrets for the 
battleships. Whichever way the board 
decides, the majority is not likely to be 
more than one vole.

seems to be progressOns rather favora- 
bly to the caut>t- of tin- men, many of 
whom have returned »o work as the re- 
sell of the concession of the nine hour 
day by the employers. But thousands 
are still out in various parts of the 
country, and MTIOUS disturbance to the 
trade has resulted. The possibilities 
latent in such a quarrel draw attention 
anew to the effective system of suite 
arbitration which New Zealand long 
ago .idopted. If this labor quarrel had 
arisen there, its course would have 
been somewhat as follows: 


The men make their request for high- 


er pay or fewer hours. "We can't afford 
It," 5ay the employers. 


"But we think the state of trade Jus- 


tifies it," respond the men. "Trices rue 
rising. Your profits are bigger. "Why 
should we not share la this prosper- 
ity?" 


"You are wrong. Prices are rising, it 


Is true, but so Is raw material. Besides, 
if we pay you more our competitors 
who are employing nonunion labor will 
be able to hid cheaper for work than 
we and will get all the jobs." 


In the United States these two state- 


ments lire conclusive and plausibly so. 
In New Zealand the men can respond: 
"Then we will take the matter to the 
arbitration court. That tribunal will 
examine your books and determine 
whether your plea of Inability to pay 
us more and grant shorter hours and 
still make a profit for yourselves is 
well founded. 
The decision of the 


court in this case will be binding on 
all your competitors In this district. 
If you raise our wages 10 per cent, 
all who work for your rivals are en- 
titled to demand the beueflt of the de- 
cision." 


So the first solvent applied by New 


Zealand to the problem is publicity. 
Not the publicity of which we hear 
so much in the "United States and 
which merely means that both masters 
and men cau run to the newspapers 
with ex parte statements or that re- 
poiters shall be given opportunity to 
make superficial investigations, but the 
publicity which comprehends a thor- 
ough scrutiny of the books of the em- 
ployer In court by the men. 
The re- 


sults of this scrutiny are not given 
general publicity. The facts are known 
to the arbitration court only, a judge 
of the supreme court, a judge nominat- 
ed by the laboring people and a judge 
nominated by the employing class. 
These judges are elected for general 
service, not specially for each case. 
They have all and more than the pow- 
ers of an ordinary court of law. 
The 


Issues must be presented to them by 
the litigants personally, not by hired 
attorneys, a regulation which disposes 
of the power of the employers to en- 
gage the more highly paid and pre- 
sumably the more efficient legal talent. 
The decision of the court is enforcea- 
ble by fine or Imprisonment or both, 
but the court has discretion to evade 
enforcement if it sees lit. it being con- 
ceivable that a case might arise in 
which llteial enforcement might be 
equivalent to civil war. It Is worthy 
of note, however, that no such case 
ItiiH arisen In the six j ears' life of the 
law, and, while there have been many 
labor dissensions, there has not been 
oiiu strike. All have been settled in 
the court or through the board of con- 
ciliation, which is the tribunal of first 
resort.

Federal control of penitentiaries, the 


parolling of the greater number of the 
prisoners and the utilization of tLeu- 
energies iii constructing irrigation j 
ditches and water reservoirs In the1 
arid west are some of the changes j 
which Senator Charles H. Dietrich of: 
Nebraska will aim to bring about by; 
introducing a bill embracing all these \ 
features in the next congress. By his', 
scheme lie purposes to better the con- 
dition of the prisoners and at the same 
time make their labors useful to so- 
ciety. 


Recently he conferred with his col- 


league, Senator J. H. MJllard, and dis- 
cussed the basic principles of the plan. 
Congressmen Elmer J. Burkett and 
David H. "Mercer also were present, 
with two well known constitutional 
lawyers. Senator Dietrich made known 
his views on convict labor, and they 
were heartily indorsed by his col- 
leagues. The attorneys failed to see 
any constitutional objections to his 
proposed course of action. As a re- 
sult of the meeting Senator Dietrich 
hastened to Washington to work out 
the details of his scheme and draw 
up the bill. He will have the hearty 
support and co-operation of the re- 
mainder of the Nebraska delegation, 
who will try to secure additional aid 
from the representatives of the arid 
states. 


Senator Dietrich purposes to divide 


the United States into immense dis- 
tricts. In each one of them n federal 
prison will be maintained. To the fed- 
eral prisons all convicts will be sent. 
The authorities at each penitentiary 
will be required to select all orderly, 
well behaved convicts for labor in the 
arid regions. These men are to be pro- 
vided with citizen clothing aud taken 
to the scene of their labors, where they 
will be treated as ordinary workmen. 
Good conduct and efficient labor would, 
of course, greatly shorten the sentence. 
Besides, the men would be allowed a 
fair sum each month for their services. 
This would be saved and given to the 
prisoners when discharred. 


In this way the task of redeeming 


the barren lands in the western states 
could be cheaply and economically 
done by men who are now pining in 
confinement. A vast increase in wealth 
would result, contends the senator. The 
convict would be greatly benefited, be- 
cause tbe pure air, who^ome food and 
Interesting labor would make his sur- 
roundings better and more cheerful. 
The tainted atmosphere of the prison 
would be counteracted. Short term 
men and those whose criminal instincts 
are not prominently developed could 
labor together, and the worst feature 
of prison life, the dissemination of 
criminal desires, would be eliminated. 


To guard the prisoners the idle 


troops and cavalry squads could be 
pressed into service. The district in 
which the convicts labor, according to 
the plan of Senator Dietrich, could be 
guarded by a strong picket line of sol- 
diers. The latter would not come in 
contact with the convicts and could 
receive valuable training in actual out- 
door service. In camp a detailed record 
of each man's delinquencies would be 
kept. For pardons good prison conduct 
would be required. Senator Dietrich is 
confident that insurrections and at- 
tempts at escape can be eliminated en- 
tirely. 


Skilled engineers and government ex- 


perts are depended upon by the sena- 
tor to outline the work. By careful 
selection the labor would be sufficient- 
ly skilled to conduct the work. 


Senator Dietrich was first prompted 


to devise the scheme on humanitarian 
grounds. Twenty-five years ago he was 
working as a day laborer in the 
swamps of Arkansas and Mississippi. 
At that time the convict camp, with 
all its terrors, was ID vogue. 
The 


prisoners .were compelled to do the 
most exhausting labor on a diet of 
bacon, corn bread and river water, 
with only a few hours devoted to sleep 
and rest Nearly all the convicts wore 
the ball and chain. The Inhuman treat- 
ment and loss of energy as well as 
the unsanitary conditions vividly im- 
pressed the future senator. From that 
time until the present he has never 
ceased to meditate on a plan for im- 
proving prison conditions. 


According to bis theory, confinement 


withlu prison walls detracts from the 
strength of mind ami body. The moral 
atmosphere is tainted nnd contaminat- 
ing. 
There is no distinction made be- 


tween the most debased criminal and 
the man who erred through the strenu- 
ous pressure of unfortunate circum- 
stances. He maintains that ont of the 
33,000 criminals In the United 'States 
'25,000 are detained within the prison 
wnlls on account of the defects of the 
present system. 


In prison the convict Is frequently 


employed In time killing drudgery, ar- 
pues tbe seBator. His labor benefits 
neither himself nor the state. When 
the prisoner Is relcnned, mind nnd body 
are both wonkened by confinement. 
Uepronch nnd contempt follow ao n. 
matter of course. Under such circum- 
stances there Is no chance for the dis- 
charged prisoner Trlio wnnls to lend 
an honest iifc. He cannot make a liv- 
ing In competition with bla fellows. 
Vagrancy nnd fresh crimes nre the In« 
evltable results.

MEN AS THEY PASS. 


The Xlllerand Matter. 


The last two annual congresses of 


French Socialists have been greatly 
agitated by the question as to whether 
the present French minister of com- 
merce. M. Millerand, who is a Socialist, 
did right In accepting a portfolio in the j 
Waldeck-Rousseau ministry, which is 
designated as a "bourgeois cabinet." 
Last year the congress met in the Salle 
Wagram in Pari£ and after a tempestu- 
ous debate^and the withdrawal of the 
revolutionary faction decided that M. 
Milleraud's position in the present cab- 
inet was purely a personal matter 
which had no socialistic significance 
one way or the other. 


The congress of 1901 has Just closed 


its sessions in tbe Salle des Folies-Ber- 
gere in Lyons. In spite of the fact that 
during the past year M. Millerand had 
been instrumental in having passed 
several measures of great benefit to the 
laboring classes and Is still about to 
propose others quite as beneficial ft 
large faction appeared at the congress 
prepared to drive him out of the party 
or the ministry. A measure was Intro- 
duced by M. Delaporte declaring that 
M. Millerand had placed himself out- 
side the Socialist party by his action. 
This was rejected by a vote of 910 to 
280, and In conseqeunce the revolution- 
ary sectiou, as usual, left the hall as a 
mark of protest. 


Subsequently the congress adopted 


by 904 to 42 a motion proposed by M. 
Briatid declaring that M. Millerand's 
position in the ministry could not bind 
the Socialist party to tbe executive 
power and that M. Millerand conse- 
quently did not represent that party in 
the cabinet. The motion further "set 
forth that the attitude of the party to- 
ward the present ministry should be 
the same as toward all bourgeois min- 
istries and hence determined exclusive- 
ly by the interests of the Socialist pro- 
letariat. This means that Socialist dep- 
uties will only support those govern- 
ment measures which may be deemed 
socialistic. The late congress Is consid- 
ered important as more distinctly than 
ever drawing the line between the an- 
archist socialists and those who would 
bring about a state of socialism by leg- 
islative means. 


In 


A correspondent of a London news- 


paper writing from Odessa says the 
continued unrest among the Industrial 
classes in Russia is causing the liveli- 
est concern among the military nnd 
civil authorities, both central and pro- 
vincial. This has been increased by 
the recent discovery of the movement 
for a general trades union of all the 
workmen in the iron and steel facto- 
ries. He says that the government is 
gradually awakening to a realization of 
the fact that the time Is approaching 
rapidly when it will no longer be safe 
to take the side of the employers 
against the employed as -a matter of 
course. He quotes a significant remark 
made in his presence a short time ago 
by an experienced inspector of Russian 
factories. He said. "If Russia were to 
find herself at war tomorrow with a 
great power, she might possibly be able- 
to wage it without any obstructive 
drawback in the shape of Internal troii- 
ble and complication, but If we "should 
be launched into a great struggle at the 
end. 
say, of the next quinquennium, 


and things should drag along in the 
meantime In their present precarious 
and treacherous groove, then we should 
require a strong garrison in every in- 
dustrial center in the empire. We 
should want 200,000 or 300,000 troops 
in Finland and 500,000 in Poland, to 
say nothing of the requirements of the 
Caucasus. Industrial discontent and 
political disaffectioti are for funda- 
mental reasons you will readily under- 
stand synoynmous nnd Inseparable 
terms and quantities as applied to the 
mass of my countrymen.

In these flying visit, 
they sec only that time is "put in," and 
time instead of energy ia the common 
measure of work done In the factory. 
Very often the writer has observed that 
men after losing quarters have got 
through more work in the day than 
others who commenced at G o'clock. 
The loss of time in quarter days— 
"knocking off corners" — is obvious, but 
energy losses do not show directly in 
the books, nor are they always appar- 
ent to those who suffer thereby. 


Xor does the mischief consist alone i 


In broken rest. Early rising carries 
with i.t exhausting conditions. Men 
are hungry and slack In consequence of 
going out into the raw cold without 
food or warm drink in the stomach 
and having to work thus for two hours 
and a half before breaking fast. Often 
they get wet and stand in wet clothes 
and boots without the fortifying influ- 
ence afforded by food at the proper 
time. 


The darkness of winter mornings fa- 


vors skulking, to which tbe badly light- 
ed state of many shops is favorable. 
Men have to hurry to get inside tho 
gates by time. Then opportunities are 
taken to Ince up boots and finish a too 
linsty toilet, perhaps to surreptitiously 
warm a cup of coffee and to rub and 
warm chilled hands and limbs. Work 
is nearly always slack before breakfast 
owing to the raw environment, for well 
warmed shops are as yet exceptional In 
Great Britain. These things nre neces- 
sarily winked at. but if a foreman or 
manager appear the men are alive for 
the time and put on a spurt which docs 
not last— Joseph Horner in Cassier's 
Magazine. 


Maritime Worker^' Federation. 
The unions composed of men em- 


ployed iu the different branches of 
maritime Industry nre seriously con- 
sidering the formation of a new federa- 
tion. A prominent member of one of 
the maritime unions characterizes the 
plan as a Inbor trust. "It will be a 
trust comprising eVery branch of labor 
employed on the boats, from captain 
to deckhand, and everybody on the dock 
who hns anything to do with the han- 
dling of the freight," said he. 


"There has been this trouble hereto- 


fore with all thc organizations of ma- 
tine men. They have been merely for 
one or another particular class. Thc 
engineers have their association for 
the benefit only of engineers. Other 
branches are the same. 
A little hns 


been accomplished for good probably 
iu each organization except the cap- 
tains'. Tbe skippers have gradually 
lost their once mighty power and come 
down the scale to a position relatively 
no better thnn thnt of any other paid 
laborer. The facility with which ves- 
sels can be reported nowadays keeps 
the owners iu constant touch with their 
ships. The skippers have foreseen the 
time coming when an attempt will be 
made to cut their wages down and 
have organized for mutual protection. 


"The plan under way now is to unite 


all thc different organizations under 
one body, so that when one branch has 
a grievance the whole body will know 
of it and be able to assist in adjusting 
the conditions. 
The Longshoremen's 


union, with 100,000 members, is con- 
sidered the natural base for the opera- 
tion of this combine, and already steps 
to thnt end have been token by the 
orgnnixntlon. If the prejudice between 
the skippers and the other classes of 
labor can be overcome, it is likely that 
within n year all branches of the mail- 
time industry will be allied."

The 
result shows that, for th<> 125 years cov- 
ered, 30.7 percent have practiced law, 19 
per cent have been ministers, 18 per cent 
teachers, 11.6 per cent have engaged in 
business, 10.7 per cent have practiced 
medicine, 3.2 per cent have been eng 
eer&, 2.3 per cent farmer?, 1.5 per cent 
jonrnalis'8, .4 per cent in the govern- 
ment service, 4.6 per cent miscellaneous 
and unknown. The proportion entering 
the ministry was very large the first de- 
cade, 47 5 per cent, but has lost steadily 
excepting slight gains from 1S11 to 1840, 
until now it ham reached 5.7 per cent. 
Law gained rapidly till the first decade 
of the last century, when It included 
nearly half the graduates. Law has 
now fallen to include a little more than 
a sixth of the alumni. Medicine has 
stood about even at 10 per cent. Teach- 
ing has (rained steadily; but the recent 
high percentage may include many still 
who are only teaching temporarily. 
There were very few graduates in busi- 
ness till after the middle of the last cen- 
tury; now one-fifth are in business, and 
the proportion promises to increase.

STRIKEBS IN CAMP. 


IN TENTS ON AN ISLAND IN THE 


SCHUYLKILL RIVER,

The first American camp of striken 


In Pennsylvania is established on 
Fritz's island, a tract of about 15 acres 
in the Schuykill river, three miles be- 
low Beading. About 300 men, striking 
employees of the- Reading Iron com- 
pany, are already in the tents, and ad- 
ditions are made daily to their number.' 


There is every evidence of a long 


strike, and as fast as ma* can make 
theii- arrangements they leave town 
and go into camp, so that 1,000 idle 
men are living in the tents rented. 
Houses in town have been given op, 
and arrangements are made for the 
comfort and support of the women and 
children who remain in town while the 
men folks are absent in camp. No 
women are allowed in the camp except 
in the afternoon. 


Strict rules have been drawn up for 


Camp Flynn, named in honor of J. B. 
Flynn, the man sent to Reading from 
Pittsburg to take charge of the labor 
tmble. 
He has the reputation of 


never having lost a strike. • 


Breakfast is served at 7 a. m.' Each 


tent mess serves meals for from six to 
eight men. Provisions are served from 
the commissary. Bread and butter, 
coffee and fried potatoes and fresh fish 
generally form the breakfast. Meat 
and vegetables, with bread and coffee, 
make up the dinner. Potatoes with 
jackets on, bread and butter and fresh 
fish are served for supper. This bill of 
fare of course varies. Fresh country 
eggs are brought in by the farmers 
and are cheap enough to be served for 
breakfast. 
Ham and bacon, beans, 


meat and fresh vegetables are liberally 
served. 


Organizer Flynn brings provisions in- 


to camp by the drayload. A favorite 
supper for the strikers is potato soup 
and boiled cabbage, bread and butter, 
but the men say that when not at work, 
they do not require much heavy food. 
On Sundays the men have chicken for 
dinner, the fowls being sold at whole- 
sale rates by the farmers. Suckers, 
bass and catfish are caught in the 
river. 


One of the best springs Ojf pure wa- 


ter In the country is near the camp, 
and there is a plentiful supply. The 
river furnishes excellent fishing, boat-j 
ing and bathing. 
Very large ^trees 


give ample shade. A large flag pole 
was raised bearing the stars and 
stripes, with two large streamers let- 
tered "Independence" and "Here Till 
Victory." The iron workers, engineers 
and other trades of the United States 
are contributing money for the sup- 
port of the camp and the families of 
the strikers. 


The men in camp do their own laun- 


dry work at the river side. The camp 
streets are named after the various 
strike leaders. No tramps are allowed 
to enter the camp, and hoodlums are 
ordered off. Homeless men with union 
cards are received, but the idea is to 
keep Camp Flynn exclusively for this 
strike of iron workers. 


Mass meetings are held under the 


trees nearly every afternoon and re- 
ports received from the various idle 
mills. Speeches are delivered by the 
walking delegates and by visiting labor 
leaders. 
-~ 


Noticea have been sent out from 


camp to the citizens of Reading to 
pay no heed to beggars soliciting aid 
in their behalf. The strikers are well 
supplied, and so are their families. 
Men asking ^Ims must show their un- 
ion cards, otherwise they are to be 
looked ou ns impostors. 


No baseball Is allowed on Sunday in 


the camp ground, and Farmer Fritz's 
green fields on the island will be am- 
ply protected. 
Concerts, card parties, 


ball tossing, quoits, foot racing, Jump- 
ing, cricket and other pastimes form 
abundant amusement for the men 
when not in meeting, preparing their 
meals or cleaning up their tents. 


Said one of the strikers in camp: 
"I don't know how long this novelty 


will be Interesting to us. 
We'd all 


rather work than be Idle, of course, 
but all work and no play makes Jack 
a dull boy. Some of us have not had 
a picnic like this in years. We'd enjoy 
it much more, though, if there was no 
strike. You see. we take a pride In 
those fine mills up in the city, and we'd 
have more real fun If the works were 
going. But, as they are not, we are 
trying, to have all the fun we can. 


"We have all the volunteer doctors 


we need to keep us in good health, but 
there is not much danger of any one 
getting sick here. We don't want any- 
thing intoxicating in camp if we can 
help it Disorderly men or women are 
likely to be thrown overboard if they 
venture too near. 
It won't do city 


thieves much good to rob the farmers 
near our camp If we get at them. We 
are bound to protect the people or we 
might be blamed. 


"While we are having a happy go 


lucky lime of It about the tents and on 
the river we would like every mau to 
keep himself above suspicion and in 
thoroughly good condition. We are re- 
ceiving books and papers, and there is 
plenty to be read. Of course nearly all 
the men smoke. I guess we'll all be 
pretty tired of fr«ih fish before we're 
through with this proportion. We'll 
•OOD have regular hours for going to] 
sleep, but afttr 9 o'clock there must b« 
•Hence for those whs want to sleep. Ai 
the camp grows largtr the rules will be' 
stricter, and aa the river Si wide an£, 
o>op and with a >wlft currant It will 
b« of good sanitary us* {or th* camp."

LUXURY IN DIET. 


The Rtcfc Man Not So Muck Better Off 


Than the PAor One In Eating. 


Of course the wealthy man pays a good 


deal more for his breakfast, luncheon and 
dinner than does the poor man, but is 
Dives, 
physiologically and 
physically 


speaking, any better for it? We doubt it. 


Plain food is, on the whole, more ac- 


ceptable to the economy than ar» rich 
morsels. It is \eiy questionable whether 
from the strictly mitiitive point of view 
champagne and oysters are, after all, in 
health an advance upon ginger beer and 
cockles, whether turtle is preferable to 
calf's head, or caviare to soft herring roe, 
or plovers' eggs superior to- the ordinary 
^ of the barn door bird. But there is 


a vn«t difference between the price of 
champagne, say, at 10 shillings a bottle 
and ginger beer f\t a penny a bottle, and 
between oj^tois at 3s. 6<1. a dozen and 
cookies fit ."}0 for a pcnnj, and between 
tuitle soup at 10s. (id. a pint and calf's 
head soup at sixpence a plateful, 


A\ o shall lie pretty coircct in stating 


that the man who buys common eggs in- 
stead of plover-,' eggs and calf's head in- 
stead of turtle and a pigeon instead of r 
paitiidge is Hie gainer, at nny rate from 
the economically nutritive point of vie**. 
In other word*. 1he price of an article of 
food by no means sets upon it its food 
value, and the difference lepresented be- 
tween the price of champagne and ginger 
beer, between that of oysters and cockles, 
etc., is the puce paid for pleasing the pal- 
ate, -n Inch extravagance is probably th* 
penalty of n mental rather than a bodily 
demand. 


But physiologically it is aV.in to substi- 


tuting diamonds for coals in the steam 
engine. 
Luxurious foodg nr«, strictly 


speaking, creature comforts, while plain 
foods are bodily necessities. It must be 
admitted, however, that, as a rule, choice 
tasting game and meats nre necessarily 
tender and therefore easy of assimilation. 
But clearly there mugt be a limit to the 
appropriation of food by the body, and 
this limit may be reached just as easily 
by nu>ans of good, plain and tender food 
as by food of a rarer sort. 


According to this view, there must be a 


great physiologienl extravagance going 
ou from day to day. In the matter of 
beverages the same sort of extravagance 
occurs. 
Enormous prices are given for 


a particulivrly choice wine, but 
here, 


again, it is practically certain that the hu- 
mnn economy gains little or nothing by it. 


Does the man who drinks a claret ol 


choice vintage at, say. 10 shillings a bot 
tie derive any material advantage ovei 
the man who drinks his shilling bottle ot 
vln ordinaire? 
It is doubtful. 
In anj 


case, the prices asked for wine at big ho 
tels are no monstrously high and tin1 wint 
offered in so often bad that this fact 
alone accounts for art increasing demand 
for whisky •* a dinner beverage. Thor* 
are ohviou»l> considerable physiological 
sin and wantonness committed in th< 
choice of food and in the <inantlty con 
turned.—London Lancet.

signs for tbe West Indian naval cam 
psign medal and the meritorious ser 
vice medal of the war with Spain, 
which as before told were submitted bf 
a board consisting cf Assistant Set-re 
tary Haekett, Bear Admirals Lace, 
Benbam and Wataon and Col. Reid of 
the marine corps. 
The Weit Indian 


medal as approved contains on tbe ob 
verse a profile of Admiral Sampson, 
surrounded by a wreath of oak leaves, 
and has tbe inscription in plain letter 
ing: "United States Naval Campaign 
ia the West Indies, 1893. 
William 


Thomas 
Sampson, 
Commander 
in 


Chief." 


On tbe reverse is a representation of 
the man behind tho gnu." It shows 


the deck of a naval vessel, and a group, 
consisting of a seaman stripped to tbe 
waist, a young naval officer and a ma 
rine in bis shirt sleeves holding a rifle, 
all standing in tbe rear of a small cali 
bre rapid fire gun. In tbe background 
are the outlines of an armored vessel 
of conventional type partly concealed 
in the smoke of battle. Just below tbe 
group will be the inscription commemo 
rating tho principal battle in which the 
recipient participated. 
The designer 


gives the following example of the in- 
scription. 


"Santiago, July 3, 189S. John Smith, 


Seaman, U. S. S. Texas." 


Tbe medal will be held to the pin bar 


by a crimson and blue ribbon, white be 
ing eliminated because it soils so quick- 
ly. For every other engagement in 
which a recipient of tbe medal parti- 
cipated there will be a bar containing 
the proper inscription. 


The meritorious medal consists of a 


wreath of laurel leaves holding a five 
pointed star, each point being attached 
to the inner rim of the wreath and the 
space between the points being open. 
Tbe star has an anchor in the center, 
while the points tear the inscription 
"Navy of the United States in the War 
With Spain." 
At the bottom of the 


wreath are the words "Meritorious ser 
vice." The name of the recipient 
will 


be engraved on the reverse. Tbe medal 
is attached to a broad crimson and blue 
ribbon, which forms a background for 
it. 


It is believed by the navy department 


that tbe campaign modal will be satis- 
factory not only to the service at large, 
but even to those who have contended 
that the likeness of Bear 
Admiral 


Scbley should have been included. 
Tbe explanation that the medal does 
not commemorate only the naval battle 
of Santiago, but all the engagements of 
the West Indian naval campaign, lias 
been accepted liy some of AdmiraJ 
Scbley's friends who have made in- 
quiries on the subject and have exam- 
ined tbe law. All the medals will be of 
bronza. 


As approved by tbe secretary, the 


board's report provides that toe West 
Indian medal shall be given to officers 
and men of the navy and the marine 
corps who participated in tho following 
engagements, 
Cardeuas, 
Gienfuegos, 


Santiago, the cable cutting at Guanta- 
namo, the engagement of the Newark 
under Capt. Goodrich, and the cable 
cutting by tbe St. Louis off Santiago, 
and to ollicers and men who did not 
participate iti the battle of Santiago, 
but who rescued men from the Spanish 
ships. 


Tho meritorious service medal will 


be bestowed on officers and men who 
rendered such service in 
the West 


Indies other then in battle, including 
those who served on ships doing block- 
ade duty who did not participate in any 
engagement. 
The 
secretary of the 


navy will determine what constituted 
meritorious service other then in battle 
and to whom the meritorious strvice 
medals shall be awarded.

The highest velocity of tbe wind was 


40 miles from the southeast, on 14th,
